HERE'S A WAY OUT 


General Anderson's Solution of 


Philippine Problem. 


A GOVEENOE GENERAL NEOESSAEY 


Latter Should Be Uncle Sain'* Greatest 


Liviwe Stiiceanmii and Have the ttlcta- 
tloo nt the 
Courxc to 
Be I'uraued. 


Militmry Must Be Subordinated to the 
Clvfl Goveruineut. 


Chicago, inly 25.—Brigadier General 


Thomas M. Anderson outlined what he 
believed to be the best course to pursue 
in the Philippines as follows: "The 
greatest 
statesman 
in this country 


should be made governor general of the 
Phlippine islands 
and 
the military 


authorities in the islands subordinated 
to him. 


• "The greatest exigency with which 
we have to deal at present exists in 
the Philippines, and to it we should 
bring the best talent we have. The 
governor general should be, first of 
all, a statesman. Pie should have the 
dictation of the course to be pursued 
and the military representative should 
carry out the orders of the governor 
general 
implicitly, 
hut perferably in 


his own way. 


"As It is, General Otis is both civil 


and military governor in the islands. 
Exercising both of these functions, lir* 
is the most absolute 
and 
arbitrary 


ruler on earth, the czar o! Russia not 
excepted. The military power should, 
in my opinion, be merely a means of 
carrying out the policy of the civil ad- 
ministration. 
Understand that I do 


not mean this as a criticism of Genera! 
Otis, for he is vested with this dual 
power and must do the best he can. 
I believe that the task which he Is try- 
Ing to perform is too great for any one 
man, no matter how capable he may he. 


"The man at the head of the war 


department at Washington should be 
one of good business executive ability 
and sound common sense. The states- 
manship is required on the scene of 
action. 
I have no intimation of any 


change in the administration of the de- 
partment under Mr. Hoot. One thing 
is certain, however, so long as General 
Otis la allowed to remain in command 
he should receive the support of the 
administration at Washington. An in- 
correct policy carried out with deter- 
mination is usually productive of bet- 
ter results than a policy which, on the 
whole, might be beUer, but the execu- 
tion of which is wavering. Whether or 
not General Otis has acted wisely in the 
matter of press censorship, I am too 
far away to tell. 
Personally I have 


a great 
deal of respect for the cor- 


respondents in the Philippines, and be- 
lieve them 
to 
be men of truth 
and 


honor. 
There may be other elements 


entering into the case, however, which 
would 
justify 
General Otis in that 


which he is said to have done."
